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a ICAL conventions, like Army- 
Navy football games and the World Series, 
usually find us close to a television set, deep 
in nervous enjoyment. We derive from 
these contests and the pageantry that sur- 
rounds them—the boisterous rooters, the 
flags unfurled, the brassy, off-key music—a 
peculiarly American exhilaration, part 
glee, part reassurance. As we sit there in 
our living room pulling hard for some poli- 
tician, exulting when things seem to go his 
direction, slumping down in our chair when 
they don’t, we often imagine how other 
countries must envy us this privilege. 

But which candidate should we root for? 
Who deserves our support? This question, 
always a weighty one, appears heavier ev- 
ery election. Each new crisis holds the dis- 
tinction of sounding more ominous than 
the last. This time, we face both a brand- 
new decade and a completely different era. 
Never before has a campaign been held 
under skies decorated with sputniks. And 
only once before in the last 30 years has no 
President been running; this year’s aspi- 
rants, without exception, are completely un- 
tried in that office. So our task is to judge 
which untested man would best lead a 
rapidly changing nation in an unpredict- 
able age. How should we go about it?

Standing the candidates side-by-side in 
the mind like suspects in some fanciful po- 
lice lineup to see who has the widest grin, 


the happiest family, the largest (or small- 
est) savings account, or even the shaggiest 
hair, is not the approach we favor. It 
seems more relevant to measure each man, 
in turn, in relation to the office he seeks. 

[his makes it harder to choose correctly, 
especially among untested men, but none- 
theless we feel no despair. Our conviction 
that the whole matter might properly be 
resolved by the answer to one simple ques- 
tion evolves from our equally simple faith 
in America’s form of government. Democ- 
racy has enjoyed our trust for as long as we 
can remember. We’ve heard her virtue re- 
peatedly challenged, both from outside the 
country and in, but we've yet to see it de- 
nied. And until we do, our persistent faith 
will remain, like a child’s, absolute. More- 
over, we think a good President must share 
this intense allegiance; in democracy lies 
this country’s strength, and only a believer 
can extract it. So to spot the best bet 
among the candidates—all of whose other 
qualifications seem roughly equivalent— 
we're relying on one question: 

Which man is most fond of democracy, 
not just the word but the concept? Who, 
to phrase it another way, has limitless 
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and genuine faith in the American people? 

In basing our verdict on such a large 
question, we recognize several dangers. 
We're aware, for instance, that men have 
been known to endorse almost any plan of 
action to get elected, then, once in office, 
to do the reverse—or even nothing at all. 
We know, too, that the size of our question 
invites meaningless generalities; in such 
vast areas thrive scores of politicians to 
whom democracy means no more than an 
oratorical crutch on which to limp away 
from live issues. 

So we've set up a sort of guidance sys- 
tem. Both to protect ourselves from error 
and to steer the right man more swiftly to 
our hearts, we’ve established a few check- 
points for gauging each candidate’s sincer- 
ity—the first, to see whose loyalty extends 
past the nearest lobbyist’s nose. 


The President and Vice-President, alone 
among men in government, are elected by 
all the people, and one of their jobs, as a 
consequence, is to keep pressure groups in 
check. Democracy diminishes every time 
such a group gets an unfair advantage. Yet 
some candidates court influential support 
by promising favors. Every senator and 
representative has a state or district to pro- 
mote, and registered lobbyists in Washing- 
ton outnumber Congressmen eight to 
one. The climate is perfect for trading. 

It’s good for measuring men’s stature, 
too, and we’ve developed our own grading 
system. To the man we notice bestowing 
such promises, like other people’s gum- 
drops to screaming children, we award no 
points at all. To the man who hears the 
clamoring but ignores it, we give the score 
of one. Five points await any candidate 
who both refuses all new offers and speaks 
out, in the majority’s interest, against al- 
ready existing inequities. 


Poon a candidate’s dealings with larger 
groups—‘‘blocs,” as they’re sometimes 
called—we'll get a second indication of the 
size of his faith in the people. As it hap- 
pens, this magazine is edited in the lowa 
farm belt, and many of the people we talk 
to, and live among, consider the farm ques- 
tion this year’s big issue—as well they 
might. But we’ve never met a single farmer 
—or a farmer with conscience, anyhow— 
who really enjoys being subsidized. Con- 
tinuation of the program under which tax- 
payers are now charged $3 billion a year 
for higher food prices disturbs farmers no 
less than the rest of us. Yet there are still 
politicians who come out this way offering 
more of the same—convinced, apparently, 
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for the candidates 


that you win men’s respect by appealing to 
their selfishness. 

You don’t; and to put it mildly, we dis- 
like their insinuations. Bribery, whether 
political or not and however cunningly dis- 
guised, indicates on the part of the briber 
an undeniable contempt. Anyone with no 
more respect for the American people than 
to assume they all put greed above nation- 
al interest (while tempting them to do so) 
has no business in public office, and cer- 
tainly not in the White House. Like all 
other responsible citizens who dominate 
our population, farmers don’t want their 
own prosperity to handicap the rest of the 
country. Their concern for this nation’s 
welfare is as great as any man’s—and much 
greater than the man’s who thinks other- 
wise. Which leads to another checkpoint. 


W- plan to grade each candidate in in- 
verse proportion to his skill at political 
juggling. Telling food-producers one thing 
and food-buyers another; saying this in 
front of labor groups and that in front of 
management—these divide-and-pamper- 
everyone tactics have no place in the 1960s. 
New eras demand new political techniques. 
Our need today is for a President who 
unites—one who seeks to reduce, not ex- 
ploit, any differences that exist. If we’re to 
make progress against our competition, 
suspicion of our neighbors and resentment 
of our friends must first be eliminated. 

Congressman Wilbur D. Mills, Chair- 
man of the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which has charge of writing the tax 
laws, recently explained how one of two 
next-door neighbors, both earning the 
same income, can legally be required to 
pay five times as much federal income tax 
as the other. The injustices of such a tax 
structure, which Mr. Mills himself calls ‘‘a 
house of horrors,’’ can’t help but breed 
grievances. Yet we’re told that in an elec- 
tion year it’s political folly to suggest 
change. We'll favor the candidate who 
thinks differently and says so, recommend- 
ing and endorsing specific improvements. 

We'll favor, too, the man who stands up 
to the loaded questions of strike prevention 
and inter-service rivalries. Both the recent 
steel shutdown and the continuing missile 
squabble, aside from any loss in produc- 
tion, have inflicted casualties in morale. 
The public understandably grows bitter 
toward all parties in these painful disputes, 
realizing only too well whose money and 
whose security ultimately pay for the 
shameful bickering. 

Something else that interests us is what 
the candidates think of big government. 
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We prefer a man who recognizes that size 
does not always indicate strength, and that 
a healthy government and its various 
branches should carry no excess weight. 
There’s no reason why the public should 
support men whose job, to take a recent ex- 
ample, is the writing and publishing of so- 
ber advice on how to hold a fork. We resent 
not only the cost of such ventures but the 
attitude they describe. Paternalism, in gov- 
ernment as elsewhere, clearly reflects 
somebody’s belief that other people are 
children. In a politician, this characteris- 
tic shows insufficient respect for the people. 


We are the stockholders in this business 
of democracy, not helpless underlings, and 
we prefer inventive leadership to a welfare 
community or fatherly advice. The quali- 
ties of leadership are not those of a man 
rushing headlong toward some private des- 
tiny, pulling the rest of the country behind 
him like an unwilling dog on a leash; nor 
are they those of an inert politician who 
needs to be butted from behind. A good 
leader is one who knows, first, which direc- 
tion the people behind him want to be led, 
second, the speed with which they’re capa- 
ble of traveling, and third, the possible 
danger of arriving at the goal too late. 

The items on our check list follow a sim- 
ple, uncomplicated pattern for a simple, 
uncomplicated reason. We believe that if 
America is to survive the atomic age with 
limbs intact, she must have a President 
truly in love with democracy. And in that 
delicate form of government, the people 
are to be trusted. They are not to be mis- 
led, manipulated, overlooked, underrated, 
threatened, coddled, or otherwise misused. 
The people are to be trusted. 


During the next few weeks, as we seek the 
right man to root for, we expect to see on 
television screens, and in magazines and 
newspapers, appeals for support from can- 
didates who would snicker at our innocence 
—those proudly “‘practical’’ politicians so 
wise to democracy’s shortcomings and so 
smug about the general public’s suscepti- 
bility to their gimmicks. We advise them 
to spare the effort. Wind-blown posturing 
and the merchandising of an image will 
only turn us the other way. The elements 
of a democracy are mutually responsible, 
and before we put our faith in a candidate 
we expect signs of his faith in us. On the 
shoulders of whoever displays it, we’ll 
gladly put this country’s future. On other, 
less trustful, candidates, we'll simply wish, 
with what cheerfulness we can muster, good 
health and a thumping defeat.

Here we show a rolled rump of beef—fills large 
order for sandwiches. Mount on spit. Insert hold- 
ing forks at both ends, placing at right angles to 
each other for tight lock. Rotate rod in upturned 
hands. In balance? If not, remount roast. 

You’ll need a meat thermometer to cue you in 
on doneness. News: This spit has one built in — 
the dial is at end of handle. Another type of meat 
thermometer is shown checking on chickens at left. 


Turkey in a cage—no trussing! * 


Rotary roast rack fits on rotisserie in place of the 
usual spit. You center the turkey in bottom rack 
of frame—tie drumsticks to tail. Now put top 
section in position and tighten thumbscrews. 
Another type of no-spit rack hugs roast in a flex- 
ible frame of interlocking metal rods. Either rig 
is self-balancing, saves temper and time. Use to 
hold whole hams, large or small roasts—-clamp in 
rack and let ’er roll! No galloping or skidding. 


New smoke know-how for ribs * 


Lace meaty, loin back ribs on spit, pleating in 
accordion folds. Cook 1 hour over slow coals or 
till done. Last 20 minutes, slosh on French Quarter 
Sauce and try this smoke-flavor tip. 

Wrap a fistful of dry hickory chips in aluminum 
foil. Puncture top of package with fork and place 
on the hot coals. Soon smoke will puff out, con- 
tinuing half an hour. Splendid technique for open- 
grill smoking —without air, hickory can’t blaze. 


Pork chops ride in a basket - 


If you select thick chops (about 1% inches), each 
will be like an individual pork roast! For faster 
cooking, choose thinner chops. Toward end of 
cooking time, give meat a good brushing with 

sauce —see the recipe for Roast Pork Chops. 
Wire broil basket fits on spit rod; the top fastens 
in four different positions to adjust to thickness of 
meat. Just the ticket for rotating wieners, ham- 

burgers, chicken halves, or your catch of fish.

At your garden 
center you'll find started plants of everything 
you could want—from Aster to Zinnia! You 
can get choice, full-grown plants in individual 
pots and containers, or strong transplants put 
up by the dozen or hundred in convenient packs 
and flats. For the gardener who wants a garden 
in a hurry, started plants are the answer.

You'll always find started plants 
growing in soil in some kind of con- 
tainer. Container will vary with size 
and type of the plants. 

Those used for woody perennials 
and shrubs with large root systems, 
such as roses, may be made of pa- 
pier-mache, asphalt paper, or tin. 
Soak papier-mache thoroughly and 
plant pot and all; remove asphalt 
paper, tin containers before planting. 


Many of the started plants and vege- 
tables now available at your garden 
center are being grown in the new 
and convenient pressed-peat pots. 

Since they allow the roots of the 
plant to grow right through the wall 
of the pot, you plant pot and all in 
your garden. No transplanting shock 
or setback means stronger plants 
and quicker results for you. 


If you need plants in quantity for 
edgings, flower beds or borders, get 
transplants grown in flats or half- 
flats. You’ll have as many as fifty 
or a hundred to give you color where 
you want it. Space them generously 
to give them room to develop into 
specimen plants during the season. 

Cut each plant with its square of 
soil from the box with a trowel or 
knife, just as you would cut a cake. 








The red clay pot is still a popular 
and serviceable container for started 
plants. It is usually chosen for the 
larger, specimen plants that have 
been transplanted carefully two or 
more times in the greenhouse. 

To remove the plant without dis- 
turbing the soil ball, turn it over in 
your hand and tap the edge of the 
pot lightly against a solid surface, 
just as is shown here. 


Handy carrying cases for an assort- 
ment of the small, individual plants 
make shopping for your favorites an 
easy task at today’s garden center. 
Plants that have been removed from 
their containers are protected with 
polyethylene wrappers. 

You’ll have many kinds to choose 
from, including pansies, marigolds, 
salvia, snapdragons, and coleus. 


For the gardener who wants “‘some 
of this and some of that,” young 
transplants are grownin packs. These 
are miniature flats that hold four, 
six, ten, or twelve plants of a single 
variety. Plants in packs are inexpen- 
sive to buy and easy to work with. 
Another great advantage of start- 
ed plants is that, since they are 
rooted and growing in good soil, they 
need not be planted immediately.

Singles or doubles; fringed, 
frilled, or plain just give them a spot to grow 
in and they blossom merrily from now until frost. 

If the spot is a large one and you want masses 
of color, buy transplants by the pack or the flat. 
These are strong, sturdy plants that have already 
been transplanted and pinched back at least once. 
For smaller areas and immediate bloom, choose the 


specimen plants in 3- or 4-inch pots. 


Sweet-scented, jaunty dianthus-— pinks-—— make a 
delightful addition to the terrace border. Or plant 
them at the base of a high-branching tree where 
passers-by will enjoy their spicy fragrance. 

lhese prettily frilled flowers that look like min- 
lature carnations are easy to grow in any well- 
drained soil. Set plants six to eight inches apart 
in a spot that gets plenty of sunshine. Like all 
flowering annuals, they blossom more freely and 
for a longer time if faded blooms are cut. 


For terrace boxes and window planters, geraniums 
excel. And you'll find a wonderful selection of 
vibrant colors, beautifully marked foliage, and 
vigorous, well-branched plants among the many 
exciting varieties now on the market. 

Geraniums perform best if given full sun or very 
light, dappled shade. Keep soil just coolly moist 
but never soggy ‘‘on the dry side,”’ as experi- 
enced gardeners say.

They are part of a unique 18-man medical 
and scientific team, and this is the first report 
on their work—the most important study of its 
kind ever made—Harvard’s Fatal Highway 
Collision Project. The group has been studying 
highway deaths in the Boston area in the last 
year and is a landmark in the investigation of 
one of the nation’s major tragedies, the auto- 
mobile fatality. Each case investigated is a de- 
tailed, exhausting process. Yet from hundreds 
of cases completed in five years will come revo- 
lutionary conclusions that will make life safer 
for all drivers and pedestrians. 


Although millions of dollars properly have 
been invested in such medical research as dia- 
betes which took 28,000 lives in 1957, 
nothing until now has been spent in probing the 
mystery of highway collisions which kill about 
410,000 people annually. Here is a frightful toll

and its causes have been virtually ignored or 
misunderstood.

When a driver swerved across a Massachusetts 
highway, rammed the rear of a truck and killed 
himself, the police report carried the perfunctory 
assumption: “Driver asleep at the wheel.’ But 
Moseley, a Harvard research psychologist, and 
Dr. Richard Ford, chairman of Harvard Medical 
School’s Department of Legal Medicine, Suffolk 
County Medica! Examiner, and now associate 
director of the Collision Project, were convinced 
that complex, hidden factors lay behind such 
Cases, 

They discovered that the brake lights were 
burning when the car hit the truck, proving that 
the driver was awake, struggling to avoid a col- 
lision. The cracked right corner of the windshield 
and brain damage to the driver revealed by au- 
topsy showed that the man had been thrown vio- 
lently to the right. The final clue was the wheel 
bearings which had not been greased in 27,000 
miles. They had caused the right front wheel to 
lock and sent the car into an uncontrollable skid! 


Determined to pursue all the factors behind fa- 
tal collisions, Moseley and Ford financed the 


study for 17 months from their own pockets. 
Then, in December, 1958, the National Insti- 
tutes of Health gave them a five-year, $810,000 
grant, and the Research on Fatal Highway Col- 
lisions Project was formally established as part 
of Harvard Medical School. 

Like public health officers tackling an epi- 
demic disease, Moseley and Ford first dig out the 
symptoms or cause of each accident. They deter- 
mine the manner of death and how the injuries 
are produced. Finally they seek to eliminate the 
disease by controls over every contributing cause. 

The Project employs a wide range of experts 
pathologists, blood chemists, and tissue special- 
ists to examine the physical condition of crash 
victims; psychiatrists to explore the emotional 
framework; a sociologist to study the family 
background and family reactions to the collision. 
The Massachusetts State Police and the Massa- 
chusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles provide in- 
valuable support and information in assembling 
complete details on accidents. And Moseley add- 
ed that the studies would be incomplete without

Careful and complete planning is the vital step for a successful 
patio. This guide will help you over that first big hurdle—so 


get your pencil, pick the ideas that suit your home and your 


pocketbook—and start your planning right now! 


Access from the living-dining area or the kitchen 
is best. If you have an existing door, try to locate 
your patio to take advantage of it. Or consider 
replacing a window with a new door. A new slid- 
ing glass door will also add a view from the inside. 





Privacy is essential for relaxed use of your patio. 
Plan to reduce exposure to the street, neighbors, or 
an unpleasant view, without excessive screening. 
Perhaps your new patio would be more private at 
the side of your house instead of at the back, 
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Size of your patio depends both on the uses you 
plan and the money you can invest. You should 
probably consider a 12 foot width as minimum; a 
good yardstick is the size of your living room. 
Also, think of children's play and entertaining.

Shade is most needed from the glaring western af- 
ternoon sun. Can you plan your patio so that your 
house or existing trees will provide some ready- 
made protection? If you build your shade, don’t 
forget to save a spot for sunning on pleasant days. 


Shape can be rectangular, circular, or free form. 
Property lines and existing landscaping may limit 
your design. For an overhead structure, regular 
shapes are easiest, best looking; for paved areas 
only, free forms are fine, pleasantly informal.

Landscaping is the finishing touch. If possible, 
take advantage of all matured you al- 
ready have. Consider putting in a new group of 
shrubs to give needed privacy. And a new clump of 
trees might give lacy shade as well as natural beauty.

Establish the level of the patio surface and stake a 
straight board in place. So water will run off, pro- 
vide a slope of at least one per cent by leveling 
board, lowering one end an inch for every 8 feet. 


Poured concrete (if you mix it, use 1 part cement, 
2'%4 parts sand, 3 of gravel) offers smooth permanent 
sutface. Dividers of construction grade redwood 
help prevent cracks and add texture and pattern. 


Practical wood deck raises outdoor living a step 
off the ground. Redwood works best since no finish 
or upkeep is needed. Soil under deck should be well- 
drained, covered with gravel to discourage weeds. 


Economy surface is brick or 2-inch concrete block, 
laid on a sand base. Dig out soil for a 4-inch sand 
base in the North, 2 inches in the South. Smooth 
and tamp sand, then tap bricks tight together. 


A textured surface on concrete looks better, breaks 
reflections. For pebbled surface, press flat pebbles 
into moist concrete as it starts to set. For a striated 
finish, brush it with a straw broom.

For post-and-beam system in wood, use 4x4 posts 
(or doubled 2x4s) on 4-foot centers. Nail ledger 
through siding to wall studs. Brace end posts up- 
right with scrap lumber, add the joists and beams. 








Corrugated aluminum and fiberglass are light- 
weight and sturdy. Cut sheets with ordinary tools 
and nail to a wood frame, or use screws into pipe. 
Both materials come in a variety of colors. 


Hardboard or plywood makes good economy roof. 
Prime and paint before installing. Light colors for 
the top side reflect heat best. Nail to framework, 
calk all joints, and cover with battens. 


Use aluminum or steel pipe for a quick, light-duty 
support system.

Exterior plywood can be painted or covered with 
roofing or tar and gravel.

Extending your eaves is often a good way to build 
a roof, Remove fascia and soffit, nail beams to 
rafters with as much lap as possible.

Plan for privacy with these screens and fences 


Snow fencing nailed to 4x4s is easy, economical. 
Space posts as shown for standard rolls or use 
the fencing horizontally on other frames. You 
can use fencing on one or both sides of frame. 














Weave a fence like this between 2x2 posts on 4-foot 
centers. For slats, use '/ox4s. Sink redwood or treated 
posts below frost line, level tops. Start weaving 
at the top, add 1x4 cap and end trim boards last.

For partial privacy, consider a concrete block grille. 
Build it on footings as you would any masonry wall; 
no reinforcement is needed on a 6-foot or lower 
wall. Use flue blocks or a special pattern.

For a screen that doesn't need painting or mainte- 
nance, use flat or corrugated asbestos cement pan- 
els nailed to a redwood framework. Posts are 8-foot 
4x4s, sunk three feet. Panels are 2x4 feet. 
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Make this screen with standard ‘‘blind-stop"’ stock 
from lumber yard, rabbeted to receive each panel. 
Use fiberglass, exterior plywood or tempered hard- 
board panels; erect 4x4 posts, 2x4 stringers. 
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A stockade-type fence gives complete privacy. 
You can buy grape stakes to nail to a frame; or use 
split cedar saplings, economical reeds wired to- 
gether in rolls, or pre-assembled cedar rails.

Canvas panels snap-fastened inside screening give 
privacy when porch is close to a neighbor; they 
provide shade where the late western sun is a prob- 
lem. Your dealer will cut and hem the canvas. 
























































Vertical louvers screen an unwanted view, but not 
the breeze. Set posts on 8-foot centers, attach 2x4 
stringers. Nail first 1x4 louver, then use spacers at 
top and bottom to make each louver parallel.

Here are some flourishes you can add 


Often the coolest, most pleasant time to enjoy your 
patio is at night; you'll need lighting to make it at- 
tractive, more useful and safe. If your home is not 
new, have your electrical system checked first. 


Follow this diagram to install convenient new elec- 
trical outlets exactly where you need them out- 
doors. Trench is at least 12 inches deep; board pro- 
tects underground cable if you dig near by, later. 


Built-in seating will give you “‘party’’ capacity at 
low cost. It can be part of your roof, deck or screen- 
ing supports. Follow diagram above, add backrests 
and plastic-covered foam cushions if you like. 
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Include a play area in your plans if you have young 
children. Sandboxes, when outgrown, can be plant- 
ed with flowers. A circular “highway,” with a 16- 
foot diameter, provides for tricycles and scooters. 
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Before you permanently install any type of lighting 
fixtures, experiment with the locations at night to 
be sure you get a good effect. Don’t forget to study 
your lighting from inside, looking out, too. 


A new outlet and shelf-counter simplify your out- 
door cheffing operations. Use 1x12 plank or ply- 
wood supported on brackets. For storage, add a 
box-cabinet underneath with a swing-up door. 


Freestanding benches you build yourself can be 
tailored to your needs. Drawing shows construction 
for surrounding a tree. Adapt it for perimeter seat- 
ing or benches to combine for a low serving table. 


"\ 
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A climbing-grid frame of 4x4 posts with 2x6 head- 
ers makes a wonderful exercise center for the chil- 
dren. Plan a swing, a ladder, and add a slide with 
waxed tempered hardboard, braced on 2x2 frame.

Many inexpensive fixtures are available to do spe- 
cial outdoor lighting jobs. Diffusers fit on projector 
lamps to soften your general lighting. Outdoor 
“floor lamps"’ can easily be moved. 


Make your own economical picnic table with con- 
crete blocks and a 4-foot-square plywood top as 
shown. Use 6-foot-long 2x12 planks for benches. 
For permanence, set blocks with mortar, cleat top on. 


For more ambitious do-it-yourself furniture, you 
may need plans. See back issues of Better Homes & 
Gardens for plans of the furniture shown or check 
your building materials dealer. 


Plan landscaping early to complement your patio. 
For shade, choose thornless honey locust or Ameri- 
can linden trees; group for fast effect. For privacy, 
use amur maples or Russian olives, 





For older homes, a deck is often the answer 


If a high foundation or sloping lot is your 
problem, plan a deck like this. Locate it to 
take advantage of any existing doors, if 
possible, or consider the convenience you'll 
gain by replacing a living or dining room 
window with new French doors. 

Use 4x4 supporting posts on 4-foot cen- 
ters to carry the floor joists, the built-in 
corner bench, a railing, and the roof. 

Including a new door, the materials for 

. a deck like this (12x20 feet) will cost you 
* about $385. The on-grade concrete slab 
would be about $55 additional. 








A patio at the side solves many problems 


If your back yard is a poor location because of inaccessi- 





bility or lack of privacy, why not build a patio at the side 
of your house? You might use two-foot, precast concrete 
blocks, set off with redwood dividers. 

Plan the support system for 4-foot-wide rolls of screen- 
ing, add 4-foot-high sheets of perforated hardboard one 
foot off the ground, for privacy. The materials for this 
12x20-foot patio would cost approximately $330. 


If your home has a carport on one 
side, consider adding outdoor living 
and a storage unit like this. 

Pour a concrete slab across the 
back and extend it behind carport. 
The plywood storage unit serves both 
the patio and the driveway. Metal 
posts hold up the corrugated fiber- 
glass roof over the patio—the roof 
extends over the storage unit to keep 
rain out and bring light in. 

Material for this project —includ- 
ing a new sliding glass door and con- 
crete and roofing for an area 12x28 
feet in size—would cost about $750.

1 recipe Rosemary Stuffing 
Have meatman trim lamb breasts 
even with the longest rib. In each, 
have him make a pocket with the 
opening at the wider end (not along 
the side)—this will be at the long- 
est rib and parallel to it. (You'll 
probably need to direct him, as the 
pockets are made differently than 
usual, so stuffed roasts can rotate 
on rotisserie without bumping. ) 

Season the pockets with salt and 
pepper; stuff lightly with Rosemary 
Stuffing—don’t pack.* Insert small 
skewer pins across openings; lace 
shut with string. 

To mount first roast, push spit 
through center of sma// end and on 
through laced opening; mount sec- 
ond roast, starting at /arge end. 
(This places heavy part of roasts in 
center of spit for better balance 
and even turning.) Use 2 holding 
forks in each roast. Attach spit and 
turn on motor. Roast over coals 
about 45 minutes to 1 hour. Don’t 
overcook—lamb is at its juicy best 
when roasted medium rare to 
medium, and served piping hot. For 
giant appetites, give everyone half 
a roast (cut across between ribs). 
Or carve each roast in thirds. 
Makes 4 to 6 servings. 

*Wrap any extra stuffing in foil 
and heat over coals. 


Rosemary Stuffing 


The flavor of rosemary is to lamb, what 
the tang of mustard is to ham—

To release maximum herb flavor, 
add a teaspoon of boiling water to 
rosemary and set aside to steep.

Vegetables on a Spit

Broil over slow coals, turn- 
ing frequently and brushing with 
Orange Glaze: Combine 4 cup 
brown sugar, 14 cup orange juice, 
'4 cup vinegar, and 1 tablespoon 
prepared mustard; simmer un- 
covered 10 minutes. 


Rotisserie Roasting 

Choose a roast weighing at least 
31% to 4 pounds so it will still be 
juicy when cooked. Have meatman 
tie roast at 1-inch intervals with 
heavy cord to make compact. (If 
meat is lean, have outside covered 
with a layer of fat, then trussed 
securely.) 

Let meat come to room tempera- 
ture before starting to cook. Insert 
spit through center of roast and ad- 
just holding forks. Test balance by 
rotating with ends of spit rod in up- 
turned hands. If roast is off center, 
remount. Insert meat thermometer 
at slant into heaviest part of roast 
so tip is in center but not touching 
bone, fat, or metal spit. 

Arrange hot coals at back of fire- 
box, a drip pan in front of coals and 
under roast. The coals should be a 
little less hot than for broiling. 
(Use slow coals if you’re cooking 
with hood closed.) Knock off the 
gray ash. Attach spit, turn on mo- 
tor, and cook till meat thermom- 
eter tells you roast is done (see 
temperatures in roasting guide). 
Roasts are self-basting—juices bub- 
ble on surface of meat while it 
cooks. 

Because of the many variables in 
outdoor barbecuing, cooking times 
can be only estimates. Most roasts 
will cook a little faster than in a 
range oven. 

When roast is done, let it firm 
up 15 to 20 minutes before carving. 


You may lower firebox to stop 
cooking and let roast rotate for that 
time, or transfer roast to platter.

Whirlibird Chickens 

Select fryers, about 244 pounds 
each, ready-to-cook weight. Salt 
cavities. Truss and mount on spit 
as described on page 47. Test for 
balance. Brush birds with Chicken 
Brush-on Sauce or salad oil. Sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper, then dash 
generously with paprika for color. 

Attach spit, turn on motor and 
roast over the coals (use drip pan 
as in Rotisserie Roasting). Chicken 
is self-basting as it rotates—juices 
should bubble on the skin. For ex- 
tra flavor, or if birds look dry, 
brush now and then with Chicken 
Brush-on Sauce or salad oil during 
last half hour. Allow about 1 hour 
of roasting without barbecue hood, 
or 14 to 1% hours with hood 
down. Doneness test: Press thick 
part of drumstick between fingers 
(protect with paper towel). Meat 
feels very soft when done. 


Chicken Brush-on Sauce 

1 5-ounce bottle (34 cup) 

Worcestershire sauce 

¥4 cup salad oil 

4 to 4% cup lemon juice 

1 clove garlic, minced 
Combine all ingredients and use as 
basting sauce for chicken or turkey. 
Heat remaining sauce to pass in 
bowl. Makes about 14 cups.

Barbecued Ribs 


Lace meaty, loin back ribs in 
accordion style on spit, using hold- 
ing forks.

Let 
ribs rotate over s/ow coals 1 hour or 
till meat is well-done (no pink 
when snipped between bones). 
Last 20 minutes, baste well with 
French Quarter Sauce, and add 
hickory to coals for smoke flavor. 
(Try the hickory trick on page 47. 
Or add damp hickory: First soak 
hickory hunks, crosscuts, or bark 
in water 1 hour. If you use sawdust, 
flakes, or chips, dampen when you 
start the fire. Mahogany chips and 
fruitwood also give wonderful 
smoke flavor.)

Kabobing for 
swordsmen 


Combine the words “shish” 
(skewer) and “kebab” (broil), and 
there you have the Armenian an- 
cester of the American kabob. 
Wonder about kabab, kebob, cabob? 
Just spellings used in various Near 
East and Middle East countries. In 
Russia, the word is shashlik. The 
French say en brochette. Hawaiians 
have their éeriyaki. Anyway it’s din- 
ner cooked on a stick. In this coun- 
try, kabobs may be anything from 
the traditional meat to marsh- 
mallows! 

Kabob choices. Select quick- 
cooking food like cubes of lamb or 
tender steak. (Or use a marinade or 
meat tenderizer on less-tender cuts 
of beef.) Tomatoes, mushrooms, 
green peppers, precooked or 
canned tiny potatoes and onions 


are dandy to string on with the 
meat (see Kabob Cafeteria). 

Even-Steven cooking. When 
different kinds of food share the 
same skewer, choose only those 
that will get done in the same 
length of time and that are ap- 
proximately the same size. 

Professional look. In cubing 
meat, make the pieces even. Same 
goes for cutting vegetables. 

Elbowroom. Leave a smidgen of 
space between tidbits on a skewer, 
so heat can reach all surfaces. Ex- 
ception: For beef kabobs cooked 
rare, push foods closely together. 

Over-the-coals brush-up. Slosh 
vegetables with melted butter or 
margarine, or salad oil, before and 
during skewer cooking. If you used 
a marinade on the meat, baste with 
it now and then. 

Skewer go-round: Lucky the 
chef who boasts motorized skew- 
ers! For hand turning, use a kabob 
frame or support ends of skewers on 
bricks set atop grill. 

Brisk broil: Cook kabobs at a 
good clip (takes hot coals). That 
way food stays moist, yet browns to 
a luscious turn. 

Serving from a sword. Ready 
to eat? To “unhand”’ a skewerful, 
point skewer down at plate; put a 
2-tined fork above the 2 or 3 chunks 
of food nearest tip and push them 
off. Repeat with next group of 
foods on skewer, and so on. (If you 
try to push off more at a time 
you’ ll squash vegetables or squeeze 
out juice.) 

What with kabobs?

Shish kebab calls for fluffy buttered 
rice—or buckwheat groats—or 
pilaf—or bulghour wheat. Chinese 
fried rice goes with teriyaki. Part- 
ner beef kabobs with baked pota- 
toes, ham or luncheon meat kabobs 
with sweet potatoes or hot buttered 
hominy or grits.

What does central air conditioning cost? 


To estimate quickly the cost of a whole-house cooling 
system, added to your heating, use these figures: 50c—70c 
per square foot in a new home; 60c—$1 per square foot in 
existing homes. Cost of air conditioning varies from house 
to house because of differences in construction, exposure, 
and kind of system. Cost of central air conditioning can 
be worked into your house mortgage. 

Furnace sizes are rated in BTU’s (British Thermal Units) 
and this is also the best way to rate cooling equipment. 
An older method is to rate cooling capacity in tons. One 
ton of cooling is equal to a cooling capacity of 12,000 
BTU’s per hour. Very roughly, this is adequate cooling 
for 600 square feet of home space. 

The cost of operating central air conditioning for a six- 
room house will vary from less than $40 a season to some- 
thing around $120, according to the house and the severity 
of a summer’s heat and humidity. To get a more realistic 
estimate of this cost, you should deduct from these figures 
the cost of keeping cool without air conditioning. To prove 
the point: Try to find an owner of central air conditioning 
who complains of its operating cost.

Grill will last longer if you wait 
to put it over coals ull a few min- 
utes before you’re ready to cook. 

There are two schools of thought 
about grill cleaning. School I: Re- 
move grill after cooking and clean 
pronto. Hold with hot pad and 
wipe off with cloth dampened in 
cold water, or wrap in wet news- 
papers or paper towels. Use the 
scouring aids shown in the picture 
above to remove stubborn spots. 

School II: Cleanse by fire: Just 
leave grill top over coals to char. 
Remove grill; scrape rods with 
wire brush; use soap-filled pads. 

Wash spit baskets, skewers, and 
holding forks in hot sudsy water. 
Fix up that firebox! 

Line firebox or brazier with heavy- 
duty foil. Foil reflects heat, speeds 
up cooking. Line smoker hood, too. 
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Bed of gravel or micalike pellets 
on top of foil keeps firebox from 
burning out. Also absorbs grease, 
cuts down on flare-ups, lets air in 
so heat is evenly distributed. 

Pour on more tmicalike pellets or 
rake up and over coals to smother. 
At end of season, dump pellets on 
garden—good soil conditioners. 

If you use gravel, wash in hot 
water after several barbecues. 
Spread out to dry thoroughly before 
replacing. Wet gravel will “‘pop.”’ 

Wipe off all surfaces of firebox, 
inside and out, with damp paper 
towels or cloth, then dry. 


The story on winter storage 


Equipment should be clean» Brush 
grill with salad oil; do same to fire- 
box, inside and out. Cover with 
special barbecue cover or canvas, 
stow away where it’s dry. 

Keep leftover charcoal in metal 
caddy in dry place. If charcoal is the 
slightest bit damp, spread out to 
dry before storing—damp char- 
coal may ignite spontaneously!

nature study, picnicking, and the 
wonderful old pastime of sightsee- 
ing. Each area has unusual eating 
places, too, with regional cooking. 


And no discomforts. Every one of 


our favorite spots is accessible via 
good roads. 

The fishing? Excellent and var- 
ied, not trout or bass alone; each 
spot offers a selection of species. 
Nor are these experts-only waters. 
There’s something to suit anyone 
the dry fly enthusiast, the spinning, 
plug casting, trolling, or surf fish- 
ing addict, or the cane-pole-and- 
worm man. 

Best of all, perhaps, these places 
are inexpensive. To be sure, they 
all have plush lodges and lodgings 
for those who can atlord them, but 
each also has numerous cook-in 
cottages that cost, for a family, 
from $35 to $75 a week, their fa- 
cilities varying accordingly. Mo- 
tels and sleeping cottages average 
from $7 to $12 per day for a dou- 
ble, and about $3 extra for chil- 
dren’s cots. 

Food costs depend on your tastes 
and appetite. We like to cook a

quick breakfast, eat a picnic lunch, 
then have a big dinner. It saves 
money. Good lakeside dinners in 
all these places, we’ve found, aver- 
age from $1.75 to $3.50. 

Take your own boat and motor 
if possible. This saves $1.50 to $4 
per day for the boat and an aver- 
age of $7.50 a day for the motor. 
On large lakes, youcan hire a guide 
for the first day—the average cost 
is from $8 to $12—then go it alone. 

We've discovered that we save 
money, too, by staying in a small- 
town non-resort motel a few miles 
away from the resort proper, then 
driving there each day. We also 
like to camp in our own small 
travel trailer, and all of our “‘fav- 
orites’ have good campgrounds 
and trailer spots near by —many of 
them free, and the rest at low 
nightly or weekly fees. 

I won't argue with you that I’ve 
left some dandy spots off my list. 
Maybe for you they’re even better 
than those I’ve included. But try 
mine out if you can. Even if you 
don’t change your mind, you'll 
have fun making comparisons. 





Midsouth 

Paris in the spring—that’s for us. 
Paris, Tennessee, with dogwood 
and redbud mingled with pink and 
white honeysuckle on the hills, the 
light scent of sassafras and wild 
onions seasoning the balmy May 
air, and immense, sprawling Ken- 
tucky Lake, impoundment on the 
Tennessee River, awallow with 
black bass, white bass, and crappies. 
Nowhere is fishing, scenery, and 
simply being alive more delightful 
at this time of year. 

I’ve seen a ton of sweet-meated 
crappies brought in at one fishing 
dock on a single day, and when 
white bass were running in the Big 
Sandy River near Paris, I’ve 
caught them until I was worn out. 
Big ones——two, three, even four 
pounds. 

But of course you don’t have to 
come in May. Nor specifically to 
Kentucky Lake. Kentucky and 
Tennessee are today among the 
nation’s most excellent all-summer 
fishing-vacation states. The numer- 
ous large impoundments—Dale 
Hollow, Cumberland, Herrington, 
Cherokee, Norris, and many more 

have made the region a national 
playground. 

Of course, Paris is only a morn- 
ing’s drive from the Mississippi 
herself, and here, near the Ken- 
tucky border, lies wild, mysterious 
Reelfoot Lake. Cypress studded, 
with huge lily pads everywhere, it

offers bass and bluegill fishing of a 
very special variety. Even the boats 
used here are different, with special 
jointed oars. Gaudy wood ducks 
chatter among the moss-hung cy- 
presses at the explosive leap of a 
hooked bass, and the mouth-wa- 
tering scent of fried catfish wafts 
down the evening breeze. 

Fly fishermen should seek out 
the diminutive mooneye in Ken- 
tucky Lake. Record-catchersshould 
troll for huge walleyes in Dale Hol- 
low, cast for record smallmouth 
bass there, or try for a muskie in 
the in-flowing Obey River. Below 
the big dams, many streams also 
furnish wonderful rainbow trout. 
I once fished both white bass and 
rainbows with flies below Norris, 
on the Clinch. 

Douglas reservoir, near Sevier- 
ville, furnishes wonderful bass- 
crappie, and for sport, not eating, 
you should try the wild-leaping 
river shad of the French Broad 
River below Douglas Dam. Great 
Smokies Park, which spills over in- 
to North Carolina, has excellent 
trout fishing. 

Few anglers realize it, but North 
Carolina has hundreds of miles of 
good trout streams. Some reser- 
voirs have trout, too, and into the 
famed Fontana Reservoir, south of 
the Park, also flow some of the 
finest smallmouth bass streams 
imaginable. [ Turn to page 129

The restful resort town of Mount- 
ain Home, Arkansas, is our mid- 
summer Ozark favorite. For 50 
miles below near-by Bull Shoals 
Dam, there is matchless rainbow 
and brown trout fishing. July and 
August are the best months. Drift- 
ing with a guide all day in an 
Ozark “‘Johnboat,” catching big 
trout, lunching on a gravel bar 
this is a romantic family experi- 
ence. This whole area, of course, is 
a unique vacationland. Norfork 
Dam, only a few minutes away, has 
scenic beauty, an excellent picnic 
and campground, and a fish hatch- 
ery where one can watch huge 
trout cruise. Bull Shoals Dam 
matches Norfork, and in between, 
there are scores of lodges, rental 
cottages, and good roadside res- 
taurants. 

Once the White and Norfork were 
famed smallmouth bass streams. 
Then high dams brought colder 
water and made trout stocking fea- 
sible. Today, they offer some of the 
nation’s largest, most abundant 
trout, and the big impoundments 
they formed are splashing with 
record bass, both largemouth and 
smallmouth. Yet stream  small- 
mouth fishing, for which the 
Ozarks were originally famous, is 
far from gone. 

The beautiful Buffalo River is 
a short drive south of Mountain 
Home, and the sparkling, racing 
Current and Eleven Point Rivers 
can be floated near by in Arkansas, 
or, better still, up in Missouri, at 
Riverton, Doniphan, or Branson. 
Jack’s Fork, also in Missouri, is 
teeming with cartwheeling small- 
mouth bass. This season, ponder- 
ous Table Rock Dam will finish 
forming another vast fishing area 
near by in southern Missouri. 

We like Eureka Springs, too, for 
Ozark beauty and historic rubber- 
necking. And between it and Berry- 
ville flows the shallow, lovely 
King’s River, another bass stream. 
There are many streams through- 
out the region where you can also 
catch fighting channel catfish. 

A great pastime here is to camp 
or cottage on one of the lakes and 
set trotlines for channel and blue 
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catfish. Coming from this clear 
water, they’re delicious eating. 

There are other delightful side 
line endeavors. I remember how 
we picked blueberries and wild 
blackberries one summer in the 
ancient hills, then ate them with 
golden fried catfish while picnick- 
ing during a float trip. 

The new big lakes are indeed 
paradise for anglers, but in the 
Ozarks, it’s the rollicking streams 
that bring nostalgia, with their 
bass, trout, pan fish, channel cats, 
and even walleyes. 


Midwest 


CANADA 


Ste. Marie 


Last June, Mike and I cast into 
the green sheltered waters behind 
Lime Island, Michigan, in northern 
Lake Huron’s maze of bays, and 
discovered a bonanza of big wall- 
eyes. These delicious, white-fleshed 
fish are in the shoreside waters of 
the eastern Upper Peninsula region 
by the millions in early summer— 
and with almost no one there to 
catch them! 

If you cross the world’s largest 
deep-water bridge at Mackinaw 
City and follow the good roads 
eastward, you'll discover, all along 
the Upper Peninsula shore, strik- 
ing scenery, lovely rocky islands, 
and protected bays galore. When 
you tire of catching walleyes, there 
are yellow perch, pike, muskel- 
lunge, and bass. 

This area probably is the least 
touched by Michigan’s many 
tourists. Yet it’s filled with interest 

-from Paul Bunyan’s statue at 
St. Ignace to the famed St. Mary’s 
River locks at Sault Ste. Marie. It 
has secluded creeks and beaver 
ponds with big native trout. Deer 
peek from the forest. Campgrounds 
and wayside parks are inviting, 
and accommodations are excellent 
and inexpensive. There are also 
untold miles of public beaches. 

This is a favorite spot of ours, 
but there are other good ones near 
by. Off Waugoshance Point west 
of Mackinaw City, in the Lower 
Peninsula, for instance, there’s good 
smallmouth bass fishing in late 
June. 

Once I caught 25 leaping bass 
there in 25 casts. And beginning in 
early July, there’s fly fishing for 
cisco in the Straits and elsewhere 
along the big lakes, 


A vacationing family here must 
see the Western Upper Peninsula, 
too. It’s a white-water wonderland 
of tumbling streams—the Paint, 
Net, Michigamme, Sturgeon, On- 
tonagon, and many more, all filled 
with trout and smallmouth bass. 
Northward, historic “copper coun- 
try” of the Keweenaw Peninsula 
leads visitors to fine lake trout and 
pike fishing, a chance at the rare 
Medora whitefish of the like- 
named lake, and a trip to Isle 
Royal National Park, offshore in 
Lake Superior. 

June’s nippy in the Upper Pen- 
insula, and if the weather is foo 
crisp there—as it sometimes is 
we drift back down across the 
Straits and fish for big brown trout. 
I like the unique sport, long famous 
here, of fly fishing for the outsize 
old settlers at night. The Au Sable 
and Manistee Rivers, and Stur- 
geon of the Lower Peninsula, all 
have heavy insect hatchings in 


June that bring walloping browns 


out to feed crazily after dark. The 
towns of Wolverine, Grayling, and 
Gaylord are good headquarters. 
There are many lakes with big 
bluegills and other pan fish. In- 
deed, among Michigan’s 11,000 
lakes and 36,000 miles of trout 
streams, picking a single summer 
favorite could become a pleasant 
lifetime chore! 


New England

When we think of New England, 
we picture the town of Rangeley, 
Maine, and the Rangeley lakes in 
late June or early July. Follow 
Route 4 northwest from Farming- 
ton, or Route 16 northeast from 
Gorham, New Hampshire, and 
you'll find it. Here, just east of the 
Maine-New Hampshire border and 
a short distance south through the 
wilderness from Quebec, is a set- 
ting of forested mountains among 
which sprawl several large lakes 
and innumerable small ponds, all 
laced together by streams. 

It’s cool summer resort country, 
and Rangeley Lake is loaded with 
trophy-size, gorgeously hued brook 
trout and landlocked salmon. 
Other lakes of the chain are like- 
wise loaded. Drive around and 
you'll see creeks bulging with 
smaller brookies. I recall once 
watching a horde of them cruising 
a clear pool below a beaver dam, 
their gaudy red bellies drawing 
mesmerizing lines as if in glass. 

Fishing’s so good here, scenery 
and atmosphere so striking, that no 
family gets bored. Deer browse in

your back yard. There’s boating 
and swimming, too, and for hikers, 
the famed Appalachian Trail runs 
near by, crossing Route 4. An easy 
drive to New Hampshire puts you 
into the White Mountain region 

Brook, brown, lake trout, land- 
locked salmon—these are the 

Maine” fare. But they're by no 
means all. It’s difficult to resist a 
tour to Bangor and on toward New 
Brunswick, for the coast has a 
primitive, rocky beauty and sea- 
run Atlantic salmon race up coastal 
rivers. Striped bass smash lures in 
bays, surf, and brackish streams. 
Mackerel, pollock, and tautog give 
visiting inland anglers a_ salty 
workout in a striking setting, and 
northward, on the St. Croix River, 
is some of the world’s finest small- 
mouth bass fishing. There’s good 
pickerel fishing, too, in many a 
Maine stream and pond. 

Drift west across New Hamp- 
shire and you'll find trout, small- 
mouth bass, and white perch in 
abundance. Nor can an angler 
afford to miss Lake Sunapee on 
New Hampshire Route 11 east of 
Newport. Here, the rare Sunapee 
Lake golden trout, a large relative 
of the brookie, holds forth. This 
resort lake also furnishes bass and 
landlocked salmon. Farther west, 
among the scattered islands of the 
St. Lawrence near Ogdensburg, 
New York, is a mecca for bass, 
pike, and muskellunge fishermen, 
as well as one of the most popular 
family vacation resorts in the 
country. 


Atlantic Coast 


Washington, North Carolina, 
sits astride U.S. 17 where the 
broad Pamlico River spreads in a 
maze of creeks, inlets, bays, and 
islands toward Pamlico Sound. I 
remember one May when this vast, 
watery wilderness was lavender 
with wisteria on every bankside 
bush and I was fighting fish of 
seemingly endless varieties—bass, 
chain pickerel, and the doughty, 
pound-size redbreast sunfish that 
fight as well as any bass. Then, as I 
moved out toward the sound, salt- 
water spec ies took over: sea trout, 
channel bass, drum, _ whiting, 
sheepshead, croaker, flounder. 

This area is one of the best fish- 
ing grounds on the continent. 
Marshy lowlands studded with 
feathery green cypresses give way, 
eastward, to placid blue Pamlico 
Sound, and then comes the outer 
barrier: endless miles of thin sand 
strips, beautiful beaches where 
swimming, sunning, surf fishing, 
and sight-seeing are a constant

round of excitement. Along § his- 
toric Ocracoke and Hatteras is 
some of the greatest channel bass 
and bluefish fishing (and sight- 
seeing) in the world. No boat is 
needed. Even kingfish are taken 
from the beach. 

Ihe best spots are the inlets: 
Ocracoke, Hatteras, and Oregon. 
Along the new road, you can now 
drive between these points, paus- 
ing to fish and swim and laze on 
the beach where you please. May 
and June, and again September 
and October, are the best times for 
fishing. Back ashore, tidal canals, 
creeks, and lakes like Mattamus- 
keet abound with largemouth 
black bass of awesome sizes. In 
every small town, regional restau- 
rants offer delectable sea food. 


Florida 


The world’s most spectacular 
black bass fishing is in Florida, in 
its thousands of clear, fresh-water 
lakes. We have a secluded favorite: 
Lake Panasoffkee, just off U.S. 301 
southwest of Wildwood. Here, in a 
mysteriously beautiful swampland 
setting where long-billed limpkins 
wail and snowy-white egrets share 
the fishing, there are numerous 
good lodges on one side of the lake, 
wilderness on the other. In the lake 
itself are big bass galore and end- 
less, scrappy pan fish. 

For adventure, you can float for 
50 or 60 miles down the lake’s out- 
let and into the Withlacoochee 
River, mainly through wilderness, 
with villages here and there. The 
fishing and scenery both are sensa- 
tional. 

Panasoffkee’s central location 
puts within easy driving distance 
hundreds of other lakes. Also, 
Tampa, St. Petersburg, and Or- 
lando are all only an hour or so 
away. Along the so-called “ridge 
country” south of Leesburg, orange 
blossoms scent the air, and each 
hill has another bass-filled lake 
nestling at its feet. 

When you're sated with black 
bass, go westward. The Gulf Coast 
is less than 50 miles away, and 
Crystal River and Homosassa fur- 
nish a welter of salt-water species, 
from leaping tarpon to channel 
bass and sea trout. Or go eastward 
and fish the famed St. Johns River, 
for shad or bass. A bit southward 
there’s Coca and the Indian River, 
headquarters for more large sea 
trout than anywhere else along 
American shores. And _ always, 


everywhere, there are white sand 
beaches, beckoning blue water. As 
all tourists know, there’s never a 
lack of activity in Florida. What 
many fail to realize, however, is 
that late spring and early summer 
are the very best fishing times, as 
well as the most economical vaca- 
tion times. 

If you can, leave time to drive 
along the upper Gulf Coast—Pan- 
ama City, Mobile, Biloxi, Gulf- 
port. Here are spots somewhat off 
the beaten path with superb fish- 
ing. Abundant school dolphin sky- 
rocket when hooked off Fort Mor- 
gan, Alabama, and there are won- 
derful inland bass-bluegill rivers, 
like the Tensaw, above Mobile, to 
be cruised with your family boat. 
These, like our pet Panasoffkee, 
are unusual and out-of-the-way. 
They’re less fished, less crowded, 
and more restful. 


Western Gulf Coast 


“Where They Bite Every Day” 
says the sign at Port Aransas on the 
Texas Gulf Coast. We think it’s 
very close to true. This intriguing 
favorite village of ours is on Mus- 
tang Island, reached by a new 
causeway from Aransas Pass on the 
mainland, or from another at Cor- 
pus Christi. It’s surrounded by 
superlative salt-water fishing of 
fantastic variety. 

For 200 miles north and another 
200 south, slender sand strips 
(Padre Island, St. Joseph, Mata- 
gorda) enclose vast shallow bays, 
boiling with channel bass, sea trout, 
sheepshead, and drum. There are 
free launching ramps for small 
boats. A huge free fishing pier 
thrusts out into the open Gulf at 
Port Aransas, where hordes of 
anglers catch delicious pompano, 
Spanish mackerel, whiting, tarpon, 
and ling, among others. From 
Fisherman’s Wharf, in town, boats 
can be chartered to take you out 
after leaping sailfish, swift bonito, 
marlin, dolphin, and kingfish. 

This is a terrific vacation play- 
ground, too. There are excellent 
sea-food restaurants, miles of free 
beaches (you can drive on them at 
low tide), and numerous accommo- 
dations that cover a wide price 
scale. And all of this western Gulf 
Coast is unspoiled, much of it total- 
ly undeveloped. Padre Island, like- 
ly to be our next National Park, 
runs clear to the Mexican border 
without a single settlement. 

A day’s drive inland puts you 
into fresh-water fishing country, 
just the opposite of the coast but 
just as exciting and equally un- 
spoiled. This is the ‘Highland 
Lakes” and “Hill Country” region 
west of Austin. Buchanan Lake,

you bottom fishing for a host of 


deep-water fish species, too. Some- 
times vermilion-colored rockfish 
are caught four at a time on multi- 
ple-hook rigs. 

Farther south, party boats from 
every port below Los Angeles take 
anglers out for once-in-a-lifetime 
thrills with battling yellowtail, 
long-finned albacore, school tuna, 
barracuda, and great white sea 


bass. The cost is only a few dollars 
per person. Or from white sand 
beaches in that area, you can fish 
the surf for croakers, corvina, and 
surf perch. 

North of Monterey, if you breeze 
up to San Francisco, there are 
abundant striped bass (not native 
to the Pacific but stocked from the 
Atlantic coast years ago) through- 
out the labyrinth of bays. And far- 
ther north are numberless trout 
streams—the Russian, Eel, Kla- 
math, Smith—clear to the Oregon 
border. They're world famous for 
steelheads, salmon, cutthroats, even 
sturgeon. 

The roiling blue Alsea River 
enters the Pacific at Waldport, 
Oregon. The last time we were 
there, Mike and I caught silvery, 
sea-run cutthroat trout in _ tide- 
water that all but tore our tackle 
apart. This favorite place of ours is 
a perfect setting for family fishing 
in the Northwest, where “‘fishing”’ 
means trout and salmon. Rivers 
and bays teem with them—rain-

Coastal forests are slashed by 
numberless streams that rush from 
rugged mountains: Drift Creek 
with its beautiful waterfall, the 
Yaquina, Siletz, Suislaw, and, to 
the south, countless others, from 
the famed rushing Rogue, the Elk, 
Sixes, and Chetco, to the broad 
Coos at Coos Bay, where salmon, 
trout, and striped bass, in from the 
surf, intermingle. Everywhere, 
scenery is stunning. Some streams 
must be boated and some may be 
waded,*but all are stiff with fish. 

Fishing doesn’t end at the stream 
mouths, either. Up and down the 
mountainous coast, sandy beaches 
and rocky headlands also invite 
salt-water fishing. Numerous spe- 
halibut, rock 
basses, and varied, doughty surf 
perch are abundant. Nor should a 
miss the clamming. It’s 
good family activity, almost as 
much fun as the fishing. We always 
dig razor clams on minus tides and 
go after softshells up in the river

Indeed, an ex- 
cellent idea is to drift along the 
Northwest Coast, savoring sights 
and wetting lines as you go. 
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Lake De Smet, in north-central 
Wyoming, could be sold on scenery 
alone; it among rolling, 
treeless hills covered with silvery 
sage, and to the West, the awesome 
purple peaks of the Big Horns 
heave up for a backdrop. In the 
lake roam thousands of the health- 
iest, fightingest rainbow trout on 
earth. From this super-fine rain- 
bow strain, Wyoming collects 
spawn to do a great share of its 
trout stocking.

Sound like a pack-in fishing 
ground? Quite the opposite. De 
Smet is not only one of Wyoming’s 
best, but also one of its most ac- 
cessible, trout waters. It lies beside 
U.S. 87 a few miles north of Buf- 
falo. One August morning, I took 
a six-trout limit there before eight 
a.m., and not a fish under four 
pounds! We’ve been going back 
ever since. 

The lake offers excellent yellow 
perch fishing, too, and there’s fine 
stream fishing (and sight-seeing) 
in every direction. Westward, you 
can go on U.S. highways straight 
up into matchless high-country 
scenery, over Powder Pass from 
Buffalo, or over Granite Pass from 
Sheridan farther north. Here, icy 
lakes and streams filled with trout 
are everywhere. So are _picnic- 
and campgrounds. High beaver 
ponds offer fine fishing, too. Mid- 
summer’s a good time to visit this 
mountain country. 

Over the hump from Buffalo, 
you glide down into historic Ten 
Sleep, where you'll find excellent 
fishing. Farther when you 
come to the valley of the Big 
Horn River, there are interesting 
historical dude 
ranches, and fishing for big stream 
rainbows. Near Riverton, Boysen 
Reservoir has more of the same, 
plus Kokanee salmon. A few miles 
west is Ocean Lake, long a para- 
dise for crappie and bass fishermen. 

From here, Yellowstone, Grand 
Teton, Montana, and Idaho are

For Moseley is convinced 
carbon monoxide poisoning may 
play a large role in collisions. 
Now Moseley set to work taking 
flash pictures of the damaged black 
car. Examining its right side, he 
whistled sharply. There was a thin 
scrape running from the front fend- 
er to the rear door. “‘This looks like 
new damage,” he exclaimed. ‘‘To- 
morrow we'll make more thorough 
tests and look for paint marks or 
chips that should identify the col- 
lision car. But right now, I’d be 
willing to bet that our victim was 
hit on two separate occasions to- 
night and by two different cars.” 


Hay an hour later, the traffic 
engineer returned with his prelimi- 
nary report on the surface condi- 
tions and contours of the road, a 
diagram of skid marks and tire 
treads, and probable visibility, 
measured by his light-meter, at the 
time of the accident. 

“That black car was standing 
astride the second and third lanes 
when it was hit from the rear,’ he 
stated. ** Another thing, Al. There’s 
tracks that looks 
suspicious, almost as if a second car 
had swiped him on the right and 
kept on going.” 

Although Newcomb would not 
complete his mechanical examina- 
tion for hours, the left rear wheel 
had already supplied another piece

to the puzzle. ‘No lubrication, Al,” 
Newcomb reported. The wheel 
locked when it was hit just as if the 
brakes were on; the car skidded 
and flopped on its side and the axle 
was badly bent. 

Tunny had learned from the po- 
lice that the driver of the black car 
was a college student of twenty- 
four, whom we shall call John Falk, 
and that it was his grandfather 
who had been killed. The other oc- 
cupants were his mother and 
grandmother. “‘We'll go right to 
the hospital,’’ Moseley said. There 
the doctor told us all three patients 
would be discharged in a few hours. 
At 8:30 a.m. Falk agreed to talk 
with us. “It’s amazing how well 
people co-operate once they learn 
the purpose of the Project and how 
it may help prevent future fatal- 
ities,” Tunny explained. 

Falk was sitting up in bed. His 
small, watery blue eyes wandered 
uncertainly around the room. ““The 
fog was terrible,’ he said in a thin 
voice. ““‘We were just creeping 
along, and then it got so bad I de- 
cided it was safer to stop.” 

‘In the middle of the highway?” 
Moseley asked. 

Falk looked startled. ‘“‘Well, not 
exactly. Sort of on the inside lane. 
You see, I got out of the car quick- 
ly and examined the center island. 
But there was a sharp slope, and I 
was afraid of getting stuck. So I 
got back in the car... .”

“Well, now that you mention it, 
I guess I did,’ Falk admitted. 
“There was sort of an odd, grating 
sound, and when I got back in the 
car, Mother said, ‘I think someone 
sideswiped us.’ So I thought the 
safest thing to do was to pump the 
brake pedal back and forth and 
make the taillights flash to warn 
any cars coming up behind us.” 

“But despite that, you were hit 
from the rear?” 

“Yes, about three minutes later. 
There was an awful jolt, and the 
car skidded and seemed to turn 
slowly on its side. I didn’t have any 
trouble getting out and helping my 
mother and grandmother. But my 
grandfather just lay still in the back 
seat. It was terrible.” 

This was the first of a series of in- 
terviews with the Falk family. Ev- 
ery aspect of John Falk’s life— 
school, home, employment, friends, 
and associates—was explored for 
possible clues. The crucial infor- 
mation was supplied by the autop- 
sy. Falk’s grandfather had previ- 
ously suffered two minor heart at- 
tacks. Despite some concussion in 
the accident, his death could prob- 
ably be traced to heart failure. 

The facts then are: That night 
in dangerous fog, John Falk had 
left his car between the second and 
third lanes. Even after one car 
sideswiped him, he did nothing to 
protect his car or family but pump 
the brake pedal. On the record, it 
may be called an accident—at 


anything 


worst, “unsafe operation of ve- 
hicle.”’ But we are just beginning to 
fathom some of the tangled factors 
behind every collision. 

The tragedy is that until recently 
we knew almost nothing about the 
factors affecting every collision. We 
accepted popular myths, and put 
the blame on obvious causes like 
drinking and speeding. Even speed- 
ing has taken on a new perspective. 
Many fatalities studied by the 
Harvard Project have occurred at 
speeds of 30 and even 15 mph. One 
occupant death occurred at 4 
mph, States like Connecticut have 
launched determined crack-downs 
against speeders. But after initial 
success, Connecticut was startled 
to find that other factors had inter- 
vened, that the number of acci- 
dents and injuries had actually in- 
creased. The great majority of 
pedestrian deaths have been at 
speeds of from 10-20 mph and 2-10 
mph in deaths involving children 
pedestrians. 


Peenathahie evidence has come 
from the Automotive Crash Injury 
Research of Cornell University. In 
a study covering over 3,000 cars in 
injury-producing accidents, over 
74 per cent had been moving at 
speeds under 60 mph, and the ac- 
cident rate proved to be almost as 
great at 40 mph as at 20 mph. 
“Strict maintenance of a top trav- 
eling speed of 40 mph would still 
have seen the occurrence of 60 per 
cent of the dangerous or fatal 
injuries,” concluded the Cornell 


study. This means that low speeds, 
too, are dangerous. It’s clear that 
efforts devoted exclusively to speed 
regulation cannot solve the prob- 
lem of dangerous or fatal injuries 
in automobile accidents. 

The Harvard group is making a 
special study of cases involving po- 
lice chases. Typical of the back- 
ground of these cases was one that 
occurred at Mount Kisco, New 
York. Police had received reckless 
driving complaints one evening 
against a 20-year-old sailor, Der- 
rick Worcester. They had _ tried 
once to catch him but failed. 

Later in the evening, two patrol 
cars, joined by a third, spotted him, 
and a 90-mph chase began. Wor- 
cester’s car crossed the white line 
on a dangerous curve and piled 
head-on into the car of six women, 
all mothers, who were driving 
home from a church guild meeting. 
Two of the women were killed out- 
right; the other four and Worcester 
were severely injured. 

The case may set a precedent. 
The families of the six women have 
filed claims against Mount Kisco 
and Bedford for $3,375,000, con- 
tending that the police of both 
communities caused the chase. 
They claim that the police could 
have apprehended Worcester with- 
out endangering the lives of others. 
Moseley believes this is the first 
case where an innocent victim has 
legally tried to place the blame on 
the police. 

Most drivers involved in chases 
turn out to be well known to the 


police. How can reckless driving of 
this sort be controlled without 
chases? The Collision Project is 
convinced at this point that it is a 
community problem the solution of 
which depends on the co-operation 
of the police and the parents of 
young people with bad driving rec- 
ords. 


O. mechanical failures, the Col- 
lision Project has already amassed 
significant evidence. They are a 
major factor in fatal collisions. 

Many recent fatalities resulted 
from a lack of lubrication in the 
cars’ wheel bearings. The intense 
frictional heat expanded the bear- 
ings, locked the wheels, and caused 
the car to skid as if the brakes had 
been applied. Damaged or defec- 
tive tie-rods, drive shafts, brakes, 
and other critical items were found 
in collision cars. In a recent hit- 
and-run case, the car was in such 
shocking condition that Moseley 
called it “criminal to have allowed 
it on the road.” 

Crucial as a preventive measure 
is a periodic motor vehicle inspec- 
tion law. Fourteen states like New 
York and Massachusetts already 
require all cars to be inspected an- 
nually or semi-annually at an of- 
ficial inspection station. “Even a 
weak law is better than nothing,” 
Moseley concludes. “But we are 
now studying techniques and stand- 
ards that will make weak laws bet- 
ter and help us ban mechanically 
faulty cars from the road. Every

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How to prepare a terrace planting pocket 


When you plan your terrace, try to 
place the planting pocket to a side or a 
corner of the area to be paved so some of 
the roots can grow beyond the paving as 
the tree matures. Also see the sketch, bot- 
tom right, on page 3. 

Before beginning construction, remove 
all sod and spread a complete tree food 
over the area to be paved. Apply at twice 
the recommended rates for normal feed- 
ing. Soak the food into the soil. 

When the terrace is built, lay it on a 
3- to 5-inch pad of coarse gravel or rock. 
This makes a desirable foundation for the 
paving, and also creates a channel for 
movement of air under the slab. 


The small feeder roots of most trees are con- 
centrated in an irregular doughnut-shaped 
area that roughly parallels the drip line. 

These feeder roots are the ones most likely 
to be damaged by solid paving, for they need 
the most moisture and air.

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How to protect an existing large tree 


whose roots have been covered with paving 


When a tree has been damaged by pav- 
ing over its roots, there is seldom any dra- 
matic or immediate evidence of trouble. 

The danger signals appear slowly. In 
the spring, damaged trees usually leaf out 
more slowly than normal. The leaves that 
develop are small and light in color. 

During the summer, twigs grow slowly 
or not at all. The leaves wilt and droop 
between rains and whenever days are hot 
and dry. In the fall, the tree drops its 
leaves earlier than usual. 

These signals of damage may not occur 
together. But any one of them is enough 
to justify corrective treatment. The 
earlier you give the tree help, the better 
will be its chances of survival. 

If you value the tree, get immediate 
help from a professional tree service. 


Water through these holes at least once a 
month while tree is in leaf. Feed through them 
beth early spring and late fall. 

If tree is near the edge of the terrace. also 
use the lance to foree fertilizer and moisture 
under the edge of the slab. 
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To get additional moisture to roots, drill 
through paving in a 4- to 6-foot grid pattern. 
Use 34-inch carbide tipped drill, 30 you can 
force an entry with a water lance. 


If the tree is very valuable, have it sprayed by 
a tree specialist with a wiltproofing compound 
such as geon latex. 

The spraying should be done each year in 
early summer after the leaves have matured 
and before hot weather sets in.

‘Te driver’s vision is a frequent 
factor in fatal collisions. In one 
case, after a man had struck and 
killed a woman in Boston on a driz- 
zly night, Moseley found the drive: 
had difficulty answering his ques- 
tions. Did the woman step out 
abruptly in front of his car? Yes. 
he said, but suddenly he remem- 
bered she had pulled back hesi- 
tantly. Was she carrying an um- 
brella? No, he said, but then re- 
versed his answer. Moseley took 
him to Doctor Hardenbergh, the 
Project ophthalmologist, who 
found his vision seriously defective 

A Connecticut study revealed 
that of 44,000 applicants for new 
licenses, 20,000 had substandard 
vision; only 4,400 were wearing 
corrective glasses. In California, an 
investigation of 33 fatal accidents 
showed that all drivers involved 
had one weak eye—-and 30 of their 
collisions had occurred on the 
weak side. (See ‘Drivers’ Eye 
Tests: A Nation-wide Farce,”’ Bet- 
ter Homes & Gardens, May, 1959.) 
The tragedy is that few states de- 
mand strict eye examinations of 
their drivers. In 34 states, drivers 
can renew their licenses repeatedly 


without any check on vision that 
might have deteriorated since the 
original license test five or twenty 
years before. 

The State Police Laboratory, 
headed by Dr. Arthur J. McBay. 
often supplies the Harvard team 
with essential clues—a tire-tread 
pattern, specks of dirt, grease, and 
blood. All can be photographed 
and studied under a microscope to 
link a suspected car with an acci- 
dent. One hit-and-run car 
identified by the tire-tread pattern 
imprinted on the victim’s flesh 
Another was identified by 
scopic comparison of paint from 
the front fender with a speck of 
paint found in the dead man’s 
clothes. 

One night, I went with Moseley 
and his team to a Boston suburb 
where a hit-and-run car had killed 
a man on a highly traveled street 
Three witnesses believed the flee- 
ing car was black. But only an hour 
later, the police of a neighboring 
town picked up a suspect in a 
brown car with its right headlight 
smashed and a bad crack on the 
right corner of the windshield. The 
suspect admitted striking the man 
The next morning, however, his 
lawyer began taking testimony 
from witnesses, building his de- 
fense on the evidence of a black car 

The medical examiner retained 
the victim’s clothes at the funeral 
parlor. ‘“‘My first guess,” Moseley 
said, “‘is that the car struck him 
head-on and pitched him against 
the windshield.”’ We found the

And im- 
printed on the front of the victim’s 
jacket was a circle of fine glass par- 
ticles, obviously from a headlight. 

“Now let’s look at the car,” 
Moseley said. Sure enough, above 
the broken headlight was a distinct 
pattern-mark on the paint. Mose- 
ley cut a swatch of cloth from the 
jacket, placed it next to the marks 
on the paint, and photographed 
them together. When the photo- 
graphs were enlarged later in the 
laboratory, we could see that the 
cloth pattern exactly duplicated 
the pattern on the paint. 


1” significant laboratory study 
concerns carbon monoxide. The 
Collision Project plans to train ani-

A driver’s blood can be checked 
weeks after an accident for the 
remnants of carbon monoxide. A 
few years back, a driver, dazed 
and confused, stumbled into a 
farmhouse near his parked car. 
The police found his wife dead in 
the car. She appeared to be bruised. 
The man was arrested and held for 
murder until the chemist found a 
high level of carbon monoxide in 
the dead woman’s blood. The 
couple had parked in an air-con- 
ditioned car, leaving the motor 
running so that the air condition- 


ing would not drain the battery. 
But a defective intake valve sucked 
carbon monoxide into the car, kill- 
ing the wife and overcoming the 
husband who only regained con-

sciousness hours after the engine 
stopped. 

The Collision team concentrates 
every conceivable scientific and 
medical skill in an all-out attack 
against highway accidents as a 
frightening disease. They are study- 
ing its nature in the same manner 
that public health teams once locat- 
ed the source of infection for yellow 
fever in the mosquito. They are 
secking the conditions which pro- 
duce the causes in order to learn 
how to defeat them 


Oh. great tool, already avail- 
able, which parallels the immu- 
nization of the individual against 
disease, is the protection of the 
automobile driver and passengers 
against crash damage. Four ma- 
jor protective devices already have 
been developed by engineers and 
tested in actual accidents by the 
Cornell University project. Rather 
than being immunized, the auto- 
mobile occupant is “packaged”? — 
the same concept that improved 
safety in the Air Force and com- 
mercial air lines by 900 per cent. 

[he crucial device is the seat 
belt, which protects the occupant 
from being flung against the wind- 
shield or interior surface. and 
above all, from being ejected from 
the car. A special study at Harvard 
of 10 fatal accidents showed that 
eight of them probably would not 
have resulted in death if seat belts 
had been used! The Cornell studies 
have shown that ejection is the 
greatest danger, increasing the 
chances of severe injury or death 
five times. The use of the belt. on 
the other hand. reduces the chance 
of injury or fatality as much as 60 
per cent. If they had used a belt, 
some 5,000 people killed in colli- 
sions last year probably would have 
lived. 

Che number two protective de- 
vice is the door-lock, which helps 
prevent the door bursting open on 
impact. Combined with the seat 
belt, it provides added protection 
against ejection. 

The third protective device is 
the recessed steering wheel. Since 
the exposed wheel column, pointed 
at the driver like a spear, has al- 
ways been a leading source of dan- 
ger inside the car, the recessed 
wheel partially guards the face and 
chest from a concentrated blow. 

The final protective device in- 
volves interior padding of the car 

dashboard and visors to cushion 
occupants in front, and the back 
of the front seat to cushion those 
in the rear. 


Au four protective devices have 
proved their worth in actual acci- 
dents. One case the Harvard group 
reported involved a car that hit a 
tree and bounced off four feet. 
The bumper was pushed 30 inches 
into the engine, and the engine 
jammed into the front seat. The 
driver hit the steering wheel, which 
was recessed, and while he had no 
seat belt, the wheel acted as an en- 


riving 


ergy-absorbing device. He was 
held in a hospital overnight and re- 
leased. His passenger in the front 
seat hit the metallic frame of the 
windshield and was killed instantly. 

Still, the promotion and use of 
these protective devices have been 
tragically neglected. Only one au- 
tomobile manufacturer advertised 
the seat belt and other safety de- 
vices in 1956, and only seven per 
cent of their customers paid a few 
dollars extra for what might have 
meant the difference between life 
and death. The result today is that 
less than four per cent of the Amer- 
ican public use seat belts. 

All manufacturers installed safe- 
ty-locks on their doors in 1956, 
which have already cut the rate of 
ejection. Cornell studies have 
shown the locks are an improve- 
ment, but still far from completely 
effective. Although all manufac- 
turers have introduced recessed 
wheels since 1956, Cornell studies 
have not yet been able to measure 
a consistent improvement for all 
models. In the total safety picture, 
manufacturers have made little 
but a token gesture. 


The final objective of the Har- 
vard Collision Project is to trans- 
late medical and _ scientific re- 
search—not only its own but the 
results of other studies—into leg- 
islative action. New laws and ad- 
ministrative procedures at both 
the federal and state levels are es- 
sential in stamping out the disease 
of highway deaths. One portent is 
the bill. already introduced to 
Congress by Representative Ken- 
neth A. Roberts of Alabama, 
which would prescribe seat belts 
and other safety equipment for all 
cars owned by the U. S. Govern- 
ment. 

‘‘What we may need is a drastic, 
new legal approach to collision fa- 
talities.”’ says Moseley. “If a driver 
with a weak heart knowingly en- 
dangers other cars and pedestrians, 
our present laws overlook what is 
certainly criminal negligence and 
almost outright murder. Why 
should a driver, knowingly using a 
defective car, get away with such

Some families keep first-aid equipment in their homes or cars, 


but not everyone who keeps it knows how to use it correctly. The 
techniques shown here are the approved methods of treating burns. 
Read them at your Icisure, trying to fix them permanently in your 
mind. In an emergency, there’s no time to learn what to do. You 
must know it—and do it—in a matter of seconds 
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When a major burn covers a 
large area, immerse the pa 
tient in warm running water 





Apply sterile gauze or fresh 
linen moistened with baking 
soda and water solution. 
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Minor burns. Hold under cold run- 
ning water for several minutes, or im- 
merse in a container of clean, cool wa- 
ter. Cleanse with plain, white soap. 

For mild burns of moderate size, 
apply either a paste of wet baking 
soda; gauze, impregnated with petro- 
leum jelly, sold in sterile packets; or a 
mild burn ointment. Ointments should 
be used only on minor burns. 

Cover with sterile bandage. Exclud- 
ing air relieves the pain. 


Major burns. If possible, wrap the pa- 
tient carefully in a blanket or sheet 
and get to a hospital at once. If this is 
not possible, immerse the burn in 
warm, not hot, water. If the burn is 
extensive or involves the trunk, thighs, 
or large skin areas, put the patient 
(clothes and all) into a bathtub full of 
warm running water. 

Stir some baking soda into the water 
and keep the patient supported in the 
tub until thedoctor comes. If immersion 
is not possible, have the patient lie on 
a bed on a clean sheet and wrap him 
in another clean sheet. Cover him with 
a blanket to keep him comfortably 
warm while waiting for a doctor. 


Important don’ts. 

Don’t open large blisters. 

Don’t apply antiseptics. 

Don’t apply greases, ointments, but- 
ter, unsterile substances, fluffy cotton, 
or any materials the doctor will find 
hard to remove. 

Don’t pull clothing that sticks to the 
skin. Use scissors to cut around it. 


Chemical burns. Strip clothing from 
the burn and flood it continuously with 
clean water. If possible, stand the pa- 
tient under a running shower. If the 
corrosive liquid already has dried, 
summon a doctor instead. 


Combat shock. Immediate fluid re- 
placement helps to prevent shock, a 
major threat of severe burns. Give this 
saline shock solution—one cupful every 
hour—unless the patient is unconscious 
or vomiting: 


1 teaspoon salt 
44 teaspoon baking soda in 
1 quart water

Bandaging. First-aid bandaging is to 
hold the dressings in place, exclude 
air, and protect against dirt and germs. 
Separate the surfaces of burned skin 
areas——between fingers, toes, or under 
arms—with moistened strips of clean

Powder burns. Unless the skin is torn, J 
cleanse it gently with bland, white fs 
soap and water, then cover with a dry 
dressing. The greatest danger from l 
most powder burns is not the burn but 
tiny puncture wounds of powder parti- 
cles which may drive tetanus organisms 
into the skin. All children and adults 
should have tetanus toxoid inocula- 
tions which provide immunization. Moistened strips of a clean 


cloth between burned fingers 
or toes prevent sticking. 


Extensive burns. Whether superficial 
or deep, burns that cover any large 
area of skin—as the chest, the back, or 
a complete upper extremity—are al- 
ways major burns. So are burns of the 
face and hands (other than the most 
trivial) which may leave scars or de- 
formities.
